“NOTHING DOING”

It is suggested that, as a return favor 
for buying Canadian wheat, China may 
demand that Canada’s immigration law 
be relaxed so as to permit the resumption 
of Chinese immigration into Canada. 

The Dominion Government should 
make plain at once that business cannot 
be done on that basis. Canada is willing 
to trade with China, as with any other 
country, on trade terms. It may even be 
willing to sell China wheat on credit. But 
the people of the Dominion have not the 
slightest intention of surrendering their 
right to make immigration laws to suit 
themselves, nor of bartering the right to 
colonize Canada for a Nanking I. O. U. 

IS THIS THE NEW POLICY? 

Hon. G. Howard Ferguson says he did 
not want the High Commissionership at 
London, but that it was forced upon him. 
Considering his subsequent antics, one 
must wonder why, and whether the fed- 
eral ministers are not sorry they were 
so urgent in the matter. Or does Mr. 

‘Ferguson want it understood that the 
speech he made at Toronto set forth the 
purpose for which he was appointed, and 
the course he is expected to pursue when 
he gets abroad? 

If that is what he means, London will 
view his sojourn there with more—and 
other—than conventional interest. He 
may or may not make a good High Com- 
missioner, but Mr. Ferguson has already 
established his place as a humorist of the 
type that is keenly appreciated in the old 
lands. Over there they are still laughing 
at his Toronto “stunt”. Likely enough 
they will want to put G. Howard in the 
music halls when he gets to “Lunnon”, 


A demand has been made in the leg- 
islature at Regina that the province of 
Saskatchewan be given power to make 
its own fiscal policy and to carry on trade 
with Great Britain on a free trade basis. 
It is explained that there is no intention 
or desire in this to dismember the Domin- 
ion. The distinction may be clear to the 
author of the scheme, but to others it will 
appear somewhat obscure, 

If Saskatchewan were given such 
power, the same power would have to be 
given to all the other provinces, and the 
Dominion parliament would cease to have 
either the authority or the revenue to 
function as a national legislature. Canada 
would be at once reduced to a string of 
provinces politically joined but economi- 
cally separate and more or less hostile. 

Each province would frame its tariff 
to suit its own particular interests, or 
whims, with no regard to the effect upon 
its neighbors. Saskatchewan would find 
its products shut off on the west by an 
Alberta tariff, and on the east by a Mani- 
toba tariff; and as its export and import 
trade would have to be carried on through 
other provinces, this could only be done by 
securing bonding privileges, for which the 
other provinces would collect compensa- 
tion, in one way or another. 

That the political union could long sur- 
vive this inter-provincial war on the eco- 
nomic front is not at all probable. That 
Saskatchewan would find its troubles 
lessened by thus cutting itself off from 
the business interests of the other pro- 
vinces is no more probable. What Saskat- 
chewan needs is more trade relationships, 
not fewer. 


HOME RULE FOR INDIA, 

India is to be granted home rule, When 
and how much will depend upon India. 
That appears to summarize the statement 
of policy read by Premier Macdonald at 
the closing session of the round table 
conference. 

Immediately, the conference is  ad- 
journed and the British Government will 
suspend action until it is seen whether the 
response in India to the proposed scheme 
is favorable or otherwise, whether the re- 
presentatives of the Indian States can 
fina expedients to bridge the difficulties 
they have encountered, and whether 
“those now engaged in civil disobedience” 
will cease from mischief and join in work- 
ing out details of the plan, 

Ultimately, the establishment of full 
self-government will be achieved by the 
relinguishment of certain powers which 
the British Government is to reserve 
during the transition period. And mean- 
time these powers are to be so exercised 


* 


as not to “prejudice the advance of India 
through the new constitution to full 
responsibility for its own government.” 

The proposed constitution provides for 
a central and for provincial logtaletures. 
The provincial legislatures are to hold 
such powers as are not specifically given 
to the central authority. In this the pat- 
tern chosen 
United States, not that of Canada, since in 
this Dominion the provinces exercise such 
powers only as are relegated to them by 
the act of confederation, the residue be- 
longing to the Dominion, 

S$ arrangement is obviously based on 
recognition of the fact that India is not 
a nation; but a congeries of states, differ- 
ing in race, religion, tongue, traditions and 
ideals, which are proposing to link them- 
selves together in a_ political alliance. 
Home rule will not therefore mean uniform 
laws throughout India, and the central 
authority is not likely to be overloaded 
with powers or prestige.

Outlining the record of Canada’s min’ng and in- 
dustrial activity during the past year and estimating 
a capital expenditure on major public and private 
enterprises for 1931 at 325 m\lion dollars Mr. 8. H. 
Logan, general manager of The Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, addressing the annual meeting of share- 
holders struck a note of confidence in the final out- 
come of the present business depression. “In recent 
years,” he said, “we enjoyed such prosperity that it is 
diff.cult to accustom ourselves to changed conditions

SOME CARROT RECIPES 

The carrot is so common a vegetable that many 
people do not appreciate its virtues, However, it may 
be prepared in a number of appetizing ways so that 
it need never become monotonous, Here are a few 
of the unusual ways of preparing carrots. 

Jellied Chicken and Carrots: 2 level teaspoonfuls 
of gelatin, 3 cups of chicken stock, 1% cups of cooked 
chopped carrots, 4% cup of chopped celery, 1 table- 
spoonful of finely chopped parsley. 

Soak the gelatin in cold water for five minutes, 
and dissolve in the hot chicken stock, Pour a thin 
layer of th.s jelly in the bowl, allow to stiffen slightly, 
and pour in the mixture of the vegetables and remain- 
ing jelly. Serve on lettuce, 

Boiled Ham With Vegetables: 1 pound of ham, 
3 small potatoes, 1 bunch of medium sized carrots, 1 
turnip, 

In a pan place enough water to cover the ham, 
While the water is boiling plunge the ham in and 
boil an hour before adding the vegetables. Serve 
when they are cooked. 

Cream of Carrot Soup: 3 cups of meat stock, 3 
cups of canned carrois, or 1 bunch of raw carrots, 
1 cup of evaporated milk. 

Heat the stock and the cooked carrots, then add 
the evaporated milk, bring to a boil and stir in a 
half cup of Melba toast crumbs just before serving. 

Vegetable Loaf; 2 cups of chopped carrots, ‘2 cup 
of string beans, ': cup of canned peas, 2 chopped 
turnips, 1 egg, ‘2 cup of milk, 1 cup Melba toast 
crumbs, 

Pass the peas through a sieve, mix with the chop- 
per carrots and other vegetables, Beat the eggs 
slightly and add to the milk, then add the milk and 
egg to the vegetables. Place the bread crumbs in last, 
add a small amount of salt and shaps into a loaf, It 
should be baked in the oven for 35 minutes. 

Vegetable Cocktail: Add tomato sauce to an equal 
amount of wh.pped cream, about a half cupful of 
each, 

Place chopped carrots, asparagus tips, celery, 
artichoke hearts, etc, in chilled vegetable dishes and 
pour this sauce over them. Grated cheese may be 
sprinkled over the top

print a remedy for dandruff. I wash my hair and in 
one week the dandruff is all over my scalp, I use a

Answer: Do not use any strong soap on your scalp, 
but wash your hair daily for one week and then every 
other day for several weeks. If your hair is not long 
it is well to then continue shampooing the hair at 
least two or three times weekly. Use any plain soap, 
but rinse your hair well afterwards. After you have 
dried the hair as much as possible with a towel, rub 
in a little coacoanut or almond oil, 


Fruit Fer Child 

Question: D. D, writes: “Please let me know 
through the column the best time to give fruit to a 
child of three years. Should he have it between 
meals or with meals?” 

Answer: It is usually best to make an entire meal 
of some one kind of fruit. If fruit ls taken between 
meals it is better to use it at four or five o'clock in 
the afternoon before the evening meal, which should 
not contain any highly starchy food, 

Anemia and Age 

Question: Mrs. A. W. asks: “Will you please tell 
me if a man of sixty-five can be cured of anemia of 
the blood?” 

Answer: The age should make no difference. The 
cure depends upon eliminating from the bleod the 
poisons which are killing off the red blood cells fast- 
er than they are being formed.

U. 8S, FARM BOARD AND WHEAT 


Operations such as that conducted by the US. 
Federal Farm Board with American wheat would not 
be financially possible in the Dominion with Canadian 
wheat. The US. Farm Board can “peg’’ American 
wheat with the assurance that domestic consumers 
will have to take 75 per cent of the crop at the 
artificially inflated price. Any Canadian board that 
attempted such a rash project could count on the 
domestic consumer taking only 25 per cent of the 
entire Canadian crop. Where United States has only 
an exportable surplus of 25 per cent of its crop, 
Canada has an exportab’e surplus of 75 per cent. 
But even with only a quarter of her “pegged” wheat

Social Surplus 
am By GLENN FRANK 


In this column, some weeks ago, 
and from the platform. lately, be- 
fore two significant bodies of busi- 
ness and industrial leaders, I have 
made, in effect, the following state- 
ment: 

If we are to insure the solvency 
and success of our industrial system, 
we must see to it that a larger share 
co! the income is shifted into the 
pockets of the consumers and that 
the margin of leisure for the masses 
is markedly increased. 

Twenty years ago, this statement 
would have beon set down as the 
jealous and irresponsib:e raving of 
a dis nherited radical. 

But experience has taught many 
men many things, 

This statement has brought to my 
desk hundreds of letters, many of 
them from the undisputed leaders 
of business and industry, and to 
date the file of these letters con- 
tains but three dissenting opinions, 

If I were free to print the con- 
tents of these personal letters, the 
public would get a new idea of some 
of the men at the top of the indus- 
trial order 

What are the considerations that 
have led the best brains in business 
and industrial circles to agree that 
a contention, that was considered 
but radical theory twenty years ago 
is today the soundest of sound bus!- 
ness policy? 

Let me try to state the case 
brief'y. 

When various important industries 
began to slow down pr ction in 
1929, they did not do it because 
there was a lack of purchasing 
power, but on'y because there was a 
lack of purchasing. 

Here is the great paradox: At 
the very moment when a slump in 
purchasing left industries with ex- 
cess products, there exisigd far more 
than enough purchasing power to 
absorb all of these excess products 
and to call for greater production, 

Why then did not this purchas- 
ing power come into play? 

When we really know the answer 
to this question, we have taken the 
first step towards devising ways and 
means to bring this adequate exist- 
ing purchasing power back into 
play. 

The reason that this purchasing 
power was kept out of active circu- 
lation was that it existed, in large 
part, as a social surplus that was 
not, from a broad point of view and 
in the interest of sustained business 
aclivily, properly distributed 

This inactive surp\us purchasing 
power was, in large part, in the 
hands of a small minority who, for 
personal and family consumption, 
did not desire to buy more, while 
the large majority who, for personal 
and family consumpt'on, had every 


urge to buy more did not have 
much execss purchasing power 
In the last six months I have 


talked with a score of conservative 
big business men who agree that 
this is the root fact of our economic 
situation, and that the biggest job 
confront ng the leadership of busi- 
ness and industry is what to do 
about the wiser distribution of this 
social surplus of purchasing power, 
CHINA AND CANADIAN WHEAT 

With stability of government, se- 
curity of trading conditions, and the 
interlor opened up to commercial 
contact with the outer world, China 
offers a market to the industry and 
production of the Western nations 
unequalled anywhere else on earth 
At a time when Western Canada is 
at ite wits’ end to find new outlets 
for its wheat erop China offers a 
market of the utmost importance; 
a market whose advantages are ob- 
vious, but whose possibilities are 
rulned by the political turmoil of the 
country and the inability of the 
Chinese government to become the 
dominating influence in China--

ANGLO-SAXON | 
IDEALS URGED 


Moderator of the United 
Church Speaks at Joint 


Luncheon 

Stressing the important part played 
by Anglo-Saxon ideals in the present 
period of depression, Rev. Dr. E. H 
Oliver, moderator of the United 
Church of Canada and principal of 
St. Andrew's College, Saskatoon, ad- 
dressed a joint luncheon meeting of 
the Edmonton Canadian and Cosmo- 
politan clubs in the Macdonald hotel 
at noon Tuesday. 

The value of a proper perspective in 
considering the present emergency was 
emphasized by the speaker, He out- 
lined the historical background of pre- 
sent day conditions, mentioning the 
advantages this civilization has re- 
ceived from past ages. 

The strongest characteristic of An- 
glo-Saxon development was the free- 
dom of the individual, at the same 
time retaining the unity of the whole, 
Dr. Oliver said. This condition paral- 
leled the true Christian ideals, he 
maintained.

TAX ARREARS — 


COME SLOWLY. 


Combined Total Down, 
Though Current Pay- 
ments Well Up 


While the gross amount of current 
taxes received by the city last year was 
the greatest in history, the combined 
payments of current and arrears taxes 
totalled but 98 per oent of the total 
current levy, a lower percentage pay- 
ment than either 1929 or 1928 showed, 
according to statistics announced at 
the Civic block Tuesday. 

Last year the combined tax pay- 
ments totalled 110 per cent of the 
toial levy and in 1928 the record fig- 
ure of 115 per cent was registered, 

Last year’ the payment of current 
taxes set a new record, but owing to 
the increase in the gross assessment 
mill rate, the land levy was about 
$200,000 higher than the previous 
year, Arrears in taxes fell off so the 
total combined payments were $4,- 
926,105, compared with $4,212,538 in 
1929. In order to hve maintained 
the’ seme percentage collections as 
1929. the payment of 1930 should have 
totalled about $4 400,000.

Wheat Problem. 


I wish to add some facts to the flood of 
discussion on the wheat problem in the 
hope that it be moved from the shade of 
personal opinion and one-sided views into 
the light of common interest and correct 
understanding. This problem is not one 
only of domestic origin or concern, nor 
one affecting only the producer. The popu- 
lar thought is that the whole trouble is 
the result of over-production and of mis- 
takes in marketing policies, but that is 
only partly true. ere has been mel- 
adjusted production as well as over- 
production, 


Increased Wheat Acrenge. 

Between 1025 and 1929 the United 
States, the most favorably situated corn- 
growing country, curtailed its corn ncreage 
by over 3 million acres and incressed its 
wheat area by about the same figure, 
Australia has added approximately 8 mil- 
lion acres to her wheat area since 1925, all 
to grow a product, that, while of excellent 
quality, is not one in strong demand by 
European millers. Argentina has increased 
her acreage by about 2 million acres, 
Canada, with many natural edvantages 
over its competitors in wheat-growing, had 
an increase of only about 4 million acres. 


Abnormal Yiclds. 

Just sbout the time, 1927, that Europe 
was approaching pre-war production of 
grains, the world harvested a better than 
average crop, in 1928 there was a bumper 
world crop and in 1929 the outturn in the 
European importing countries was the 
highest since the war—all unusual events 
due as much to abnormal yields as to 
freater acreage. In the spring and early 
summer of 1929 European importers made 
large purchases of foreign wheat, for one 
reason, in anticipation of new <tties, and, 
as it turned out, they covered part of their 
next year’s requirements, 


Remedies Reviewed. 

As we know, Western Canada enjoyed 
its greatest prosperity from 1925 until the 
summer of 1929, but is now under severe 
strain. I will explain the remedies for the 
present unfortunate situation as I sec 
them, 

A readjustment of wheat acreage is al- 
ready under way in the United States. 
The inflexible law of supply and demand 
will operate in Australia and Argentina, 
although the reversion of ploughed fields to 
range land is usually a slow process, as is 
that of wheat-gpowing to mixed farming, 
contrasted with the comparatively quick 
change that can be made from stock- 
raising to cereal production, namely, in the 
course of a single year. Russia, which 
has been characterized re. tly by a Jead- 
ing writer as “The Ghost in the Wheat 
Market,” having taken her first big stride 
in the wheat export market since pre-war 
days, will in my opinion press forward in 
the field through the mobilization of her 
peasants, and within a year or two again 
be an important factor in supplying 
Europe, not only with wheat, but with 
immense quantities of coarse grains and 
other commodities, 


Production in the Orient. 

From personal observation consequent 
upon my tour of the Orient, in 1929, and 
from information furnished by Anglo- 
Saxons who have a life-long knowledge 
of Asiatic conditions, I believe that Man- 
churia and Northern China will become the 
major sources of supply of foreign wheat 
and other foods for Japan and adjacent 
countries of the Orient. Production of 
wheat and other cereals, and of soya beans 
for human and animal foods, as well as 
for industrial purposes, has been expanding 
in Manchuria and Northern China, coun- 
tries of rich land and cheap labor, at a 
rate that we probably have not realized, 

While Japan lacks many of the raw 
materials that she requires, she can rely 
upon Korea, China and Manchuria for 
these, and undoubtedly looks to the two 
latter countries for a large part of her in- 
creasing food imports, Therefore, I am 
of the conviction that Western Canada 
will find that the Oriental market for its 
products will be largely curtailed, and 
that our western agriculturists should con- 
sider immediately the question of diversi- 
fied farming, 


Further Reasons for Diversification. 

If the foregoing is not sufficient to show 
the futility of attempting to fix the price 
of wheat and the wisdom of limiting the 
acreage in wheat in Canada and in other 
exporting countries and encouraging more 
diversilied farming practice in our Prairie 
Provinces, 1 can give other reasons. There 
are two striking features about wheat 
that distinguish it from other products 
which flow in great volume into world 
trade channels, Its domain is almost the 
— Cnmey of the globe, and sev- 
eral of the largest importing countries are 
themselves large producers, 


Variations in Climate. 

Without detracting from Canada's great 
advantages for wheat-growing, it may be 
noted that she has one marked disadvan- 
tage, namely, a climate that causes more 
extreme variations in annual yields than 
in any other large exporting country, 
except Australia. 


To Procure Adequate Retarns. 

When our prairie farmer has, through 
all the diversification possible, again 
placed himself on solid ground, it is to be 
hoped that he will continue permanently 
on that basis, keeping always in view the 
necessity for cultural methods that main 
tain, even improve, the yield per acre and 
the quality of his crops, from which sys 
tem follow adequate financial returns per 
acre

} 
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Signs of Recovery. 

Among the most hopeful signs pointing 
the way to world economic recovery is 
a series of conferences now in 
financial and business leaders have for 
their object the removal, or at least the 
easing, of some of the burdens that weigh 
down world business, The principal sub- 
jects for discussion are international debts, 
reparation payments and the gold supply 
and its control. 


Economy in Use of Gold. 

During the last decade the world has 
learned how to use its gold stock more 
effectively, in one way, by withdrawing 
gold coin from circulation, yet there has 
been a concentration of unnecessary gold 
in certain countries which has all the ear- 
marks of a finaricial “gold rush,” with no 
appreciable results other than those attend- 
ing added prestige. There is, of course, 
room for further economy in the use of 
this metal, particularly by greater employ- 


ment of cheques, which would result from | F¢! 


the abolition of stamp taxes, and in the 
substitution of metal coin, principally sil- 
ver, for paper money of small denomin- 
ations, The existing legal reserve 

ments could be safely reduced. 


Stimmlate Prospecting for Gold. 

The Bank for International Settlements, 
whose operations are limited to dealings 
with or through central banks, could be 
made a holding agency for the world’s 
entire supply of monetary gold, each coun- 
try being credited with sufficient to sup- 
port a sound financial structure. Thus, a 
redistribution of gold would be accom- 
plished, and there would be no further 
costly physical movements, All these mea- 
sures are dependent upon international 
concord, and none should be put into prac- 
tice hurriedly. To prevent a decline in 
gold production international action could 
be taken to stimulate, by subsidies, pros- 
pecting for gold, and for research in metal- 
lurgy with a view to reducing milling costs 
and, as was the case in copper mining, to 
introduce some new form of ore treatment 
which would make avalable for mining 
fairly Jarge known deposits of low-grade 
ores, This proposal is made, not because 
Canada is regarded as the most likely 
country for the discovery of new mines, 
but because the need for new supplies is too 
urgent to leave to casual prospecting, or to 
the accidental discovery of some revolu- 
tionary metallurgical method. 

Taxation, 

Times like the present impose upon gov- 
ernments the task of raising more money, 
not only to meet emergency calls for re- 
lief, but also to balance budget deficits 
which follow in the train of a business 
depression, Without entrenching on poli- 
tical questions one may venture to be- 
speak for consideration by our govern- 
ments the need for economy in any pos- 
sible direction, and the removal once and 
for all of inequalities in taxation, such as 
the “nuisance” and double taxes that re- 
main in our present system, I again earn- 
estly urge the method of taxation suggested 
by this Bank in former years, namely, that 
based on the turnover of commodities 
moved into consumption channels, by 
which the Dominion Government could 
Spread taxation as evenly as possible and 
pay its way as it goes along without 
oppressing any one class of people. 

Special Forms of Taxation. 

Special forms of taxation could be pro- 
vided for those individuals, concerns and 
institutions whose business it is to sell ser- 
vices instead of commodities. The scale 
of this taxation could be graduated in two 
ways, first, by setting different rates on 
various groups of commodities (that on 
necessities being Jower than that on luxur- 
ies), and, secondly, by adjusting the rates 
from time to time, even from month to 
month, to the financial needs of the gov- 
ernment, 

Recovery Is Certain, 

It is impossible to escape the conclusion 
that we cannot take a flying leap from de - 
pression to prosperity, But we have passed 
through more than a year of depression, 
So are that much nearer its end, and as 
economic life is ever in a plastic state 
recuperative forces are at work, Recovery 
is certain. The time required to bring it 
about will be determined largely by our 
resourcefulness and ingenuity, It is neces- 
sary that we worle harder, reduce produc- 
tion costs so as to establish an intimate 
relationship between producers’ and con- 
sumers’ prices, particularly as affecting the 
farmer, and generally display the same 
high courage that in the past helped us to 
overcome depression. Let us throw off 
our fears and turn our minds resolutely 
to clearing the way to prosperity in a coun- 
try that is one of the most fertile in 
opportunity for progress, 


Mr. S. H. Logan, the General 
Manager, said in part: 


In the face of the prolonged and trying 
period through which genera! business has 
been passing, it is very gratifying to be 
able to place before you one of the strong- 
est statements the bank bas ever issued — 
in fact, one that shows an improvement 
over that of 1929, a year in which this 
continent experienced the greatest business 
activity in its history. In this statement, 
moreover, very liberal provision has been 
made for all bad and doubtful debts. 

Our profit and loss account shows that 
we made $5,378,000, which is $312,000 in 
excess of the preceding year, It should, 
however, be pointed out that the proceeds 
of the sales of the new stock issued in 
1929, which added $10,000,000 to the 
shareholders’ funds, were earning assets 
for only a part of that year, whereas they 
were fully employed in 1930, 


Changes in Assets and Liabilities. 

In comparison with the 1029 statement, 
note circulation is down approsimately 
$6,000,000, a quite natural o! 
depressed business conditions. Interest- 
bearing deposits show a sbrinkage of 
$23,000,000 and non-interest-bearing a de- 
cline of $19,000,000, Our savings deposits, 
included in those classified as interest- 
bearing, held up remarkably well, but it was 
to be expected in a year such as 1930 that 
commercial deposits would decline: The 
business community in general bas been 
using its available funds to retire loans and 
other obligations, and the tendency has 
been to cut everything down as low as pos- 
sible, with the result that current account 
balances with the banks have suffered. 


Foreign Business. 

On 30th November, 1929, our deposits 
from foreign countries were abnormally 
high. We then had nearly $73,000,000 
from foreign, banking correspondents, 
against $35,000,000 on the correspondin, 
date in 1950, a drop for the year 
$40,000,000. In explanation it is to be 
noted that in the Autumn of 1929 the 
whole world was sending money to New 
York, attracted by high interest rates on

Call Loans Decline. ' 

Our call loans in Canada declined by 
$6,000,000 and call loans outside Canada 
by $25,000,000, the latter as a result of 
the withdrawal of foreign deposits pre- 
viously mentioned. Our total quick assets 
of $345,000,000 amount to $5 per cent. of 
our liabilities to the public and 50 per 
cent. of all liabilities, a highly satisfactory 
liquid situation. 

Current loans and discounts in Canada 
at $268,000,000 compare with $342,000,000 
on 30th November, 1929, and those outside 
Canada, $25,000,000, compare with over 
$27,000,000 in the preceding year. In other 
words, there was a drop during the last 
fiscal year of $76,000,000 in our current 
loans and discounts, as might be expected 
in a period of business decline. No note- 
worthy changes have taken place ia the 
other assets ia our balance sheet. 


General Business. 

There fs a general impression that we 
must be at, or near, the bottom of this de- 
pression, but when the turn comes, it is 
apt to come without advance notice, and 
progress on the upturn may be compar- 
atively slow. But recognition of unplea- 
sant developments should not blind us to 
certain facts that stand out prominently 
in a close examination of Canadian busi- 
ness, one of which is that Canada has not 
lost ground all along her economic front, 


Expenditures for Development. 


In addressing you a year ago I gave the 
results of a nation-wide survey of pro- 
jected development, the total expenditure 
for which was cstimated at about 500 mil- 
lion dollars, Enquiry has shown that the 
greater part of this program was carried 
out, the expenditures of the more impor- 
tant classes being as follows: electric power 
development, including the extension of 
transmission facilities, 90 million dollars; 
public works, including transportation, 220 
million dollars; and expansion of industry 
and mining, 110 million dollars. 

Naturally current conditions tend to 
slow down new development, yet accord- 
ing to a fresh survey made by the Bank 
there is still sufficient incentive and con 
structive energy to provide a program for 
1931 involving an estimated expenditure 
of about 325 million dollars, 


Agriculture. 

Drought Im certain sections and low 
prices generally have inflicted hardships 
upoa many of our farmers, but the crop 
yields were superior to those of 1929, and 
better relatively than in some other large 
agricultural areas, The present scale of 
prices is not of course local but world-wide. 
Our principal exportable farm product, 
wheat, is the one commodity that is being 
sold on the international market in greatey 
volume this year than last, and Canadian 
wheat has continued to form the largest 
part of world exports. 

Mining and Industry, 

The records for mining and industry are 
encouraging. The outstanding features of 
mining are the greatly strengthened posi- 
tion of the gold mining industry, which 
now produces at the rate of $43,000,000 
annually, and the approaching completion 
of metallurgical plants which, consequent 
upon prospecting and development that 
was on a sound basis, has placed Canada 
in the front rank of the small number of 
producers of smelted and refined metals, 
Taking copper, for example, there will 
shortly be a refining capacity of 200,000 
tons per annum, about twice the mine pro« 
duction in 1928, which was sold mainly im
